Juuics G. Blalne'a Prophet Id Words About 


His Political Career. 


I first made the acquaintance of Mr. 


Elaine during tho congress session of 
1865-6. He was then beginning his sec- 
ond term in the house. At that timo I 
owned and edited a country uowspapca 
in General Garflold's district. One day 
in the fall of 1865 Garfleld wrote mo to 
come up to his hilltop home in the little 
college town of Hiram. He told me that 
lie thought it would be a good thing for 
a young newspaper mun to study nation- 
al politics in Washington and get ac- 
quainted with national men, and thai 
he wpuld undertake to get mu a clerk 
ship in the house of representatives. In 
due time he spoke to his old friend, 
General Robert C. Schenck, who was 
chairman of the committee on military 
affairs, and thu result was I was given 
the clerkship of that committee. 


Colfax was speaker of the house, and 


for some reason or other ho seemed to 
have little liking for tho arabitiou.f 
young member freiai the Augusta dis- 
trict of Maine, for he appointed Blaino 
to a position near the foot of that com- 
mittee. New, Elaine had not served iu 
the army and had no knowledge of mil- 
itary legislation and no tast'e for that 
kind of work. He used to be a country 
editor himself, and ho appeared to take 
a fancy to the young clerk from Ohio. 
He would often drop ii/to the committee 
room, and, standing before the woo.s 
flro, would talk freely to mo about hiu, 
newspaper and political career and his 
plans and hopes for tho future.
